a life of Jesus, but only a handbook 
to help in the conversion of the Jews,

It was St. John who wrote the last 
word of the New Testament. His 
Gospel was not for “infants in the 
faith” but, like the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, for those who had left “the 
elementary 
Christ” and had advanced to “things Paul mentions without distinction 
more perfect.” He had written his 
Apocalypse during the end of Domi- 
tian’s reign (81-96); and now, an 
old man, to silence the murmurings 
of doubters, he raised his pen in 
vindication of his Lord’s divinity. 
That must have been toward the be- 
ginning of Trajan’s reign (98-117). 

With that, the list of sacred writ- 
ings was closed. Not that it was

“inspired,” that is, as coming from

Authority in 
Religion 


Tu recent disputes in Holy Trinity 
Episcopal Church, Brooklyn, between the 
Reverend William Howard Melish and the 
Reverend Robert Thomas highlights once 
more the absolute necessity of authority in 
religion, if only to assume responsibility for 
church properties. Our sympathies are all 
with the Reverend Mr. Thomas, who was 
appointed by. the Episcopal bishop, as 
against the Reverend Mr. Melish, who had 
been deprived by the same authority, pre- 
sumably for good and sufficient reasons. 


There are those, you know, who con- 
tend that Christ never planned nor en- 
visioned a hierarehy among His followers, 
But this is’ not only contrary to plain evi- 
dence; it goes against common sense as 
well. Even the Witnesses of Jehovah, per- 
haps the most vociferous in their arguments 
against authority in religion, must have 
some individual empowered to sign checks, 
to arrange conventions, make decisions on 
materials for publication, etc.

Historically, God came to earth with a 
vital message for mankind. His every single 
word was important, and while we might 
be tempted to consider some of His sayings 
trivial, we know that He thought otherwise. 

Take baptism, for instance: “Amen, 
amen I say to thee,” he told Nicodemus, 
“unless a man be born again of water and 
the Holy Ghost, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” 

That text is narrow-minded and intol- 
erant. There are no ifs, ands, or buts about 
it. It’s a case of either—or. Either be bap- 
tized or be shut. out of the kingdom. As 
though He had-said, “Unless a man have 
legs, he cannot walk.” 

But remember this: If that text is in 
any sense intolerant and narrow-minded, 
then it’s God who is intolerant and narrow- 
minded, for those are His own words.

Now Jesus wanted His entire message 
broadcast to the whole world. He had a job 
to be done. And what do we do when we 
have a large proposition on our hands?— 
‘an advertizing campaign to be waged?—a 
war to be won? We organize. We recruit 
teams, appoint managers and subordinates, 
raise the necessary capital, etc. 

But if we poor blundering mortals have 
the sense to see that obvious fact, do you 
think God could miss it? Why, if even the 
Boy Scouts, with their ideals for young- 
sters, find it necessary to appoint’a chief 
executive and neighborhood commission- 
ers, don’t you think Jesus Christ would 
have assembled an organization? 

a * * 

Here’s another consideration. Jesus 
must have seen that His revolutionary doc- 
trine would capture people’s imagination: 
it would inflame them fhrough and 
through, making saints and apostles with- 
out number. But—and this is the point~— 
like every great movement it would tend to 
draw a lunatic fringe. It would have any 
number of fanatics and screwballs buzzing 
around, nuisances of all sorts. These would 
either have to be put in their place or 
thrown out of the organization in one way 
or another. In other words, the organiza- 
tion would have to be set up with a group 
of officers having authority. 

Mind you, this authority would not 
club people over the head—it wouldn’t use 
force in any way at all. It would simply 
Say, “Brother, you’re not preaching as the 
Lord told us to, If you want to argue with 
Him, that’s your business—but you can’t 
stay in our organization, upsetting the 
faith of our people. Either change your con- 
victions or clear gout.” 

Now, as a matter of fact, we find that 
Jesus told His Apostles—the officers of His 
organization—to do just that. If thy brother 
“will not hear the church,” He said, “let 
him be to thee as the heathen arid the pub- 
lican. Amen I say to you, whatsoever you 
shall bind upon earth, shall be bound also 
in heaven; and whatsoever you shall loose 
upon earth, shall be loosed also in heaven.”

In fine: God showed us how to get ty 


the officers of an organization, His Church, 
telling them to spread that organization 
over the face of the earth, and giving them 
authority to let people in and keep people 
out as they judged fit. Of the 256 religious 
bodies in the United States of our day, only 
one society, one corporation, fits that de. 
scription: the Roman Catholic Church. 

Our Lord’ Himself said that the man 
who “believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not shall be 
condemned.” We have to know what to be- 
lieve; and to know that, we must be in 
touch with the only teacher—the one 
Church—appointed by the Master Himself, 

If any of the millions of Americans 
without church affiliation happen to be 
reading this, we counsel them to pray in 
this fashion: “God, help me to see the truth 
as You see it. God, grant me light to see the 
truth and strength to follow wherever it 
may lead.”—Or, as one poet put it: 

If I am right, Thy grace impart, 

Still in the right to stay. 
If I am wrong, then guide my heart 
To find a better way. 


Postscript

Tue Creator has given man 
and woman an equal dignity—they 
are to rule the world together. This 
must not be understood as implying 
that woman’s role is merely passive, 
that she should be ‘used’ by man 
according to his ideas. Complement- 
ing each other, they are both to 
serve God, though they will some- 
times do this in different ways, ac- 
cording to their. different natural 
characteristics. 

It is true, woman’s receptive and 
protective powers are part of her or- 
ganism; but in the matter of the uni- 
versal vocation of the sexes it is not 
only, or not even primarily, a case of 
physical motherhood. Just as a wo- 
man gives a child to the world only 
after she has formed and borne it 
in her womb, and thus enriched it 


Tue young girl today look- 
ing toward the future has a wide 
range of possibilities open to her 
which were not open to her sisters 
of past generations. If she remains 
single she has access to all the pro- 
fessions. She may be a doctor, a 
nurse, a lawyer, a teacher, an artist. 
She may choose a career as a white- 
collar worker or a factory worker. 
She may enter politics with hopes of 
being elected to public office or she 
may devote her life to social service. 


The picture has changed for mar- 
ried women too. The number of those 
who are satisfied with only a domes- 
tic role is becoming smaller. Many 
women work from necessity to 
supplement their husband’s meager 
paycheck and others work to have 
the “extras” that they feel are im- 
portant — saving money for a down- 
payment on a home, car, tv set, etc. 
On the other hand there are many 
married women who choose to re- 
main active in their chosen field — 
women who. teach, do counseling, 
write, continue their medical or law 
practice, etc., even though they have 
or hope to have children. There are 
other women who participate active- 
ly in community, state or national 
organizations. 


Such a wide range of possibilities 
makes the young girl’s problem of 
“preparing for life” a difficult one. 
She can no longer rely on following 
a purely traditional role either as 
single or married as was the case 
in the 19th century. Then a limited 
number of occupations were open to 
the single girl, and the married 
woman thought of herself chiefly as 
a homemaker. 


Married women today besides be- 
ing responsible for their home and 
children have additional burdens. 
For example, women vote. Thus 
they need to know something about 
the political issues at stake and in 

instances may be obliged to 
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with her own substance, so it is the 
general characteristic of woman to 
add something from her own center 
to every cultural activity. 

It is clear from an analysis of the 
physical character of woman, that 
woman is affected incomparably 
more deeply than man by the nat- 
ural conditions of her sexual func- 
tion. She is nearer than he to the 
creaturely order and its influences, 
In all civilizations man has been 
called the image of the deity; wo- 
man, on the other hand, is the image 
of the Great Mother, that is of the 
earth or; even more significantly, of 
the primeval: womb. This is the 
deepest reason for her capacity for 
suffering, which is certainly a posi- 
tive quality. For being able to bear 
and endure, to wait in patience, is

not the same as being indolent and 
apathetic. 

Perhaps woman’s capacity of let- 
ting it ‘be unto her,’ exercised in 
the service of the race and also 
apart from it, may.be sorely needed 
to save humanity from the conse- 
quences of our frahtically active 
technical civilization. The words in 
which our Lady consented to her 
part in the plan of salvation, “Be it

as well as know the kind of services 
needed by society in order to make 
mature decisions. 

The married woman must also dis- 
cover her specific vocation within 
the framework of marriage. Though 
the vocation of marriage calls all 
married people to a certain general 
way of life — involving the common 
life of husband and wife and the 
founding of a family — each married 
couple will fill-out the details dif- 
ferently, in terms of their needs and 
capacities and the demands of society 
on one or both of them. 

One married woman might feel 
her personal vocation has a twofold 
aspect: to remain active as an artist, 
doctor, teacher, etc., and at the same 
time to take on the responsibilities 


_of married life. Such a vocation is 


not so general among women but is 
nonetheless an authentic possibility. 
Another woman might be particu- 
larly sensitive to certain social prob- 
lems and feel the need to act con- 
cretely in solving them as her situ- 
ation allows. And still another might 
choose to help her husband on a 
specific long-range project. 

These are types of specific voca- 
tions within the framework of mar- 


riage not so possible to women of 
the past. Young girls should be aware 
that such variations are possible. 
They should also be aware of the 
many pressures working on them 
which make it difficult or impossible 
to make clear choices, For example, 
some women may work outside the 
home at any kind of job not so much 
from a well-considered choice but 
because the general atmosphere 
compels them to keep up with the 
Joneses, or simply because it is the 
trend. 

In choosing to prepare for some 
occupation the young girl should 
have some idea of the impact these 
occupations will have on her. What 
are the demands of certain types of 
work? Can she meet them physically, 
technically, psychologically? Will 
this type of work deeply satisfy her 
and open up ways to fulfill herself? 
Will it help her to prepare for her 
role in marriage if she hopes to 
marry? 

She also needs an understanding 
of our society, its major problems, 
its needs so that the part she chooses 
to play in it will be a real expres- 
sion of her love of neighbor — and 
her womanliness.

O NE day when he 
was a little boy, Theophane 
Venard was playing in the 
fields with some friends. The 


talk was about a young 


French priest who had re-_ 


cently been martyred in 
Tongking, Indo-China. When 
the story was over, Theo- 
phane exclaimed: 

“TI too will go to Tong- 
king, and I too will be a 
martyr!” 

Theophane grew up, went 
to the seminary, joined the 
Paris Foreign Mission So- 
ciety, and was ordained. He 
was sent to Indochina, 
where a persecution was go- 
ing on against the Church, 

Many times his life was in 
danger, but he always es- 
caped. He hid out, and car- 
ried on his work of saving 
souls.. But finally he was be- 
trayed into the hands of the 
government officials. For 
months he was kept in an 
iron cage, and was carried 
from village to village. He 
was offered his freedom if 
he would renounce Chris- 
tianity, but of course he re- 
fused, 

On February 2, 1861, 
Theophane Venard was led 
to the execution grounds 
outside Tongking. His head 
was brutally chopped off, 
and he won the palm of 
martyrdom.

Ler us assume you are an ordinary sports 
page reader. You don’t have any particular favorites, 
You just take what the sports writers have to say,

two months of the current basketball season, as “an 
ordinary sports page reader” you formed the opinion 
that the best team in the country was the San Fran- 
cisco Dons.. Most everything you seemed to read 
would state that the Dons were just that in no un- 
certain tones. | 

Phil Woolpert, the San Francisco mentor, was the 
new “coach of the hour,” Bill Russell was being touted 
as being one of the game’s all-time greats, and an- 
other lad called K. C. Jones was rated the play- 
maker of this wonderful machine. : 

All this glory was deserved. The Dons, as de- 
fending NCAA champions, were bowling over oppo- 
nents in all parts of the country. And for the most 
part, bowling ’em over with ease. Statistically, the 
San Francisco team was the nation’s leader in the all- 
but-forgotten matter of defense. Most of all, when 
the weekly Associated Press and United Press ballots 


were counted, it was always San Francisco on top. 
* aa ~ 


But there are still some votes to be counted. In 
fact if you are an “ordinary sports page reader” living 
in the vicinity of Dayton, Ohio, you may have been 
reading a few items that the University of Dayton 
Flyers are just as good as San Francisco, perhaps 
better. 

And there was some basis for the deductions of 
the Dayton writing craft. The DU Flyers were moving 
along undefeated too. They had a great coach also in 
Tom Blackburn, and it was asked what about Bill 
Uhl, a seven-footer, to offset the greatness of Russell. 
Jim Paxson and Jim Palmer were the forwards, and 
Arlen Bockhorn and Ray Dieringer the guards. 


Not that the Flyers were exactly being over- 
looked. In the Associated Press and United Press 
ratings, every time you noted that San Francisco wa3 
listed in first place, there was Dayton one notch be- 
low, or at least it seemed that way. -

How many comparisons were available on these 
two unbeaten powerhouses, as of a little bit more 
than a week ago when San Francisco’s rating came 
on the strength of 13 victories without defeat, and 
Dayton could claim second place with 12 straight 
triumphs? 

Possibly, and that is a nice hedging way to begin, 
it could be said that Dayton had played the rougher 
schedule. Using these same ratings as of a week ago, 
Dayton had played one team in the first 10 (Ken-

Balancing the Books 


MSGR. JOHN §, KENNEDY 


Tue publishers of Joshua Loth Liebman’s 
Peace of Mind have begun an intensive promotion 
campaign for a book which they evidently hope will 
attain sdles equalling those of the Liebman work. 
Their new entry is Love or Perish by: Smiley Blanton 
M.D. (Simon and Schuster. $3.50 clothbound: $1 
paperbound). It is dedicated to Norman Vincent Peale 
whose “general approach towards solving the emo- 
tional problems of human beings” Dr. Blanton is said 
to share. 

“Hate blinds our vision and 
Warps our talents,” Dr. Blanton 
writes in a key passage, “but love 
releases our energies for the creative 
action that sustains mankind. While 
all human behavior springs from a 
mixture of both these great forces of 
nature, it is within our power to de- 
termine which shall prevail as we 
journey through life. The theme of 
this book is that we must tip the 
balance ever in favor of love if we 
| wish to hurdle the obstacles before 
Msgr. Kennedy us on the road to normal happiness 
and success.” 

In developing the theme, Dr. Blanton undertakes 
to show that “love must be embraced in every phase 
of our daily lives,” and how this can be done. 

He touches on the conflict of love and hate with- 
in the individual, between people, in marriage and 
family life, in the education of children, in the crisis 
of middle dge, in work, etc. Much that he has to say 
is demonstrably sound and useful. This practising 
psychiatrist, who has been listening to people for over 
forty years, has achieved insights and formulated pre- 
scriptions which would be of benefit to almost anyone, 

Yet the good things in his book are inextricable 
from those extremely dubious. The basic postulates 
from which he works are far different from those of 
integral Christianity. His view of human destiny and 
human life is not the authentic Christian concept. 

Take the key word “love.” “Love or perish,” says 
Dr. Blanton. Others have said it long before him. For 
example, more than 300 years ago St. Francis de Sales 
wrote, “Between love and death there is no alter- 
native.” And Dr. Blanton’s insistence on the disrup- 
tive force of hatred and the peace-making power of 
love was anticipated by this same Doctor of the 
Church, when he said, “Hate separates us, and love 
brings us into one.” 

Yet how different are their respective under- 
standings of the terms used. For Dr. Blanton, love is 
no more than emotion, something which, he points 
out, man has in common with the animals (and which, 
according to him, is paralleled in the vegetable and 
mineral worlds as well). “Love itself,” he says, “may 
be defined as the ability to use our sensory apparatus 
to its fullest degree.” 

St. Francis de Sales did not ignore the emotions. 
Of them, their nature and use, he wrote very wisely. 
But for him love is not limited to the emotional, the 
sensory. And that for the very good reason that, for 
him, man is not limited to these. 

_ Man, in his view—as always in the Christian 
view, has a soul. That soul is not something figura- 
tive or vague, but the life principle in man. It is a 
Spirit with certain faculties (i.e, of knowing and 
choosing and loving). Thanks to the presence in it 
of God’s grace, it can know and love in God’s own way 
of knowing and loving (within, of course, the limits 
of human capacity). The whole Christian life is 
aimed at getting us to live the life of love. 

The supernatural does not have a place in Dr. 
Blanton’s scheme of things. Nor has the distinctively 
spiritual. He does allude to God, but as “the power 
which regulates the unfathomable workings of the 
‘universe” and as “a universal power greater than that 
of man’s” and he says that we must have faith in it. 

Religion, as he puts it, is largely “a feeling that 
we are a part of the great design that controls the 
universe,” Christ is set on a par with Buddha, 

The book, then, is bound within the narrow“limits 
of materialism. It treats of man as an emotional 
mechanism in need of constant and careful adjust- 
ment. These, made by the person himself or with the 
aid of an expert, will enable him to adjust to society, 
which appears to be the ultimate good. 

Hence, when personal problems are discussed in 
these pages, the genuinely spiritual factor is never 
taken into consideration. When marriage is the sub- 
ject, the fact that it is a sacrament and the conse- 
quences of that tremendous truth are never brought 
to bear. When the upbringing of children is focussed 


on, the child’s identity as an heir of heaven is never 


even glanced at. And when the griefs and difficulties 
of the declining years are commented on, it Is never so
